Asked whether the council would 
drop the matter altogether, Mr. How- 
ell said that the councll intended to 
push the matter and to hold the char- 
ter, which has been applied for, ff 
possible, 

An official of the Trades and Labor 
ecnneil said this morning that the 
members believed that Mr. McCauley 
was a strong anti-trade unionist and | 
was doing all in his power to prevent 
the men from organizing a union.

1-8 to 1-2 cent with the pressure on 
May (new), The correction made on 
Snow's report of approximately 24,- 
000,v00 did not affect the market to 
any extent here and prices closed 1 
1-4 cent higher for May (old) and May 
(new), and 11-8 cents higher for July 

The cash demand was exceedingly
